Then 
no one outside the few who were actually 


engaged in the business of credit manipulation 
was aware of what was taking place.

Now that all governments are called upon to 
ask the veterans and their dependents to accept 
reductions in pension allowances and to tighten 
their belts to weather the financial storm, it 
is not unfitting that we should look closely at 
the harvest which the barons of credit, succes- 
sors to the money changers of old, have reaped 
from the debts developed during the period 
when millions gave their lives to save the world 
for Democracy 


The Wages of Credit 
Future historians will no doubt recognize the 
facts that I shall now review as the evidence of 
the blind and stupid greed of mass usury that 
was responsible for the wiping out of the sov- 
ereignty of Money Power in the twentieth 
century.

| Cures Through Exercise 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


Kinisitherapy is really an old neme for an 
old science, which is simply the science of cur- 
ing disease by muscular movement. Hippocrates, 
often called “The Father of Medicine,” 


names 
this science as an important branch of the 
physician's practice, yet few physicians give 
much thought to the “move- 


ment” cure 

When one thinks of phys- 
ical culture, the usual picture 
in the mind is one of an 
athlete with bulging muscles, 
engaged in a feat of strength 
Outside of a few professional 
“strong men,” such as weight- 
lifters, all athletes realize that 
even for the purpose of ac- 
quiring athletic supremacy in 
any branch of athletics, large 
muscles are not the most important asset. The 
most important development is that of endur- 
ance. For the one who is seeking health, this is 
also true. Bulging muscles are of little use 
wi'hout the stamina for continued effort. 
Longevity also depends upon the acquisition of 
endurance. 

As in the matter of 
physical strength and endurance increase in 
proportion to the obstacles overcome. The 
training of the voluntary muscles for continued 
effort transmits increased strength and indur- 
ance to the involuntary muscles also. 

If the seeker after health will study the 
methods of training used by athletes he will 
observe that no matter for what branch of sport 
the athlete is training, a large amount of time 
and effort is given to training the muscles for 
long continued endurance. This has been found 
to be best accomplished by taking exercises that
